The steering gear case is usual- 
ly located above the motor splash | 
pan and does not require atten-'| 
tion as often as thore parts ex- 
posed to splash below the splash 
pan. For this reason a great many 
car owners forget that it requires 
lubrication.unti] steering becomes 
dificult. This is dead wrong, for 


necessary to take the gear apart 
to free it up. 

The conventional type of -steer- 
ing gear usually contains a bear- 
ing above and below the worm or 
nut pinion which does not require 
very frequent oiling, but the dif- 
culty in binding Usually develops 
in the long Plain bearing on the 
trameverse. or cross shaft of the, 
mechaniem. BeCause of ita length. 
it more difficult to reach all 


high pressure lubricators. This 
bearing as a rule is fit pretty close 
t© prevent road rattle, for this rea- 
son it only requires a small amount 
of dampness and gumming to cause 
binding. 

Therefore, it is im portant 
when lubricating part to see 
that grease or oi] esqueezes out 
eround the end of bearing. 


AFTER DELIVERY 
Particular attention should be 
paid to see that steering gear is 
property olled and free when tak- 


thefe are se many cases tn which 
thie cross shaft is not thoroughly 
lubricated in the initial buliding. 
After a car in this condition has 
been in a freight car or store+ 
room for a week or perhaps «a 
month or more dampness wil! form 
rust and may result in excessive 
wear or binding. 
To lubricate steering gear prop- 
erty, jack up front wheels then ap- 
ply high pressure lubricator freely 
to bearings and connections at the 
same time turning the wheels to 
ful angle in each direction in or- 
der to work the oll or grease to 
all parts of bearing surfaces. 
This operation should be ap- 
plied to your new car immediate- 
ly after it goes into service and 
at least once a month thereafter, 
and remember, always iubricate 
all steering parts expoted to splash 
daily if tourthg any distance over 
wet roads and after washing car. 
Low air pressure in front tires 
will cause hard steering and ex- 
cessive wear. High air pressures 
will cause excessive rattles. 
Frequently tie rods become bent 
from bumping curb stones too 
hard. It is a good pian to check 
the glignment of front wheels at 
least twice a year and immediate- 
ly when any chafing or scuffing Is 
noticed on tread of tire. 
Periodical inepection of all lock 
nuts, cotter pine and amount of 
free play in steering connections 
is a precaution worth while, par- 
ticularly after car has been in re- 
pair shop for it is the easiest thing 
in the world for humans to err. 
Gocomotives are inspected daily 
before they leave the roundhouse. 
Race drivers examine their steer- 
ing gears carefuly juet before the 
race even though they employ ex- 
pert mechanics. There's a reason.

That's Thousand Palms in a Nutshell, Only 125 Miles 
from Los Angeles and Just off the Highway 


One of the most unique sights tn Southern California is Thousand 
Palms, an oasis in the Colorado Desert that, until the opening of the 
new concrete highway to Imperial Valley early last summer, was!_ 
practically unknown, and which today is visited by comparatively few

| Last Sunday the Franklin Cam- 

el Tl, well known for its desert 
tours and long-distance rambles to 
| other States, eased eut over the 
Valley Boulevard to Redlands,

SPEEDING IS 
IN THE LEAD 


It and Reckless Driving 
Draw Most Arrests 


Constitute Seventy Per Cent 
of All Violations 


Los Angeles Has Greatest 
Number of Flyers. 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 26.—S8peed- 
ing and reckless driving were re- 
sponsible for the arrest of 31,5567 
California motorists during 1923 
and constituted approximately 177 
per cent of all violations of the 
motor vehicle laws during that 
period. This is shown in com- 
parative figures made public to- 
day by Will H. Marsh, Chief of 
Celifornia Division of Motor 
Vehicles. . 
Although there were 2255 less 
arrests during the year for all vio- 
lations than during 1923, the fig- 
ures show an increase of more 
than 2 per cent in violations of 
the speed laws. 
Erciusive of the city of San 
Francisco, Marsh's report shows a 
total of 49,845 arrests for motor 
| vehicle law violations. It statistics 
were availabie for San Francisco, 
|Marsh estimated 


Approximately 35 per cent of 
all arrests or 17,185 were reported 
from Los Angeles. In that city 
‘alone, during the year, 6700 speed- 
| ors- were caught while 8894 paid 
‘the penalty for reckless driving 
The Los Angeles traffic squad ar- 
rested 2056 persons for improp- 
erly displaying lcense plates as 
compared to 411 arrests for the 
balance of the State. 

During the year the licenses of 
193 persons were revoked. Of these 
forty-nine lost 
Griving wh.tle intoxicated and sev- 
enty-one for speeding. Licenses 
suspended during the year amount- 
ed to 324.

Rideout, chief tontender for the Lvon, now 
that he has “struck off” will not rest until 
he has found that stock. Every avocado fan 
would rejoice over such a discovery, for 
when grown on a vigorous tree, the fruit 
is of the best. 


intentification of Piants 


Hundreds of plans are annnally sent to 
this department, for identification, some ac- 
companied by startling statements. Leaves 


and branches of two deciduous trees were 


sent with the state: t that the person 
provicing the seeds hod stated that the first 
seeds had come from Australia. That 
country is one of evergreens. A similar ex- 
hibit claimed New Zealand as its native 
heath, and this is also a land of evergreens.

Yet all these 
are few in number as compared with the a!- 
most endless variety contributed by every 
other continent. For in one garden may be 
found plants fram every geographical divi. 
sion of any note on the world’s map, those 


from Australia and South Africa predomi- 


nating. We “point with pride” not only to 
the variety of our plants, but to their rapid- 


ity and luxuriance of growth of which, in- 


many instances, far surpasses the rate of de- 
velopment.they attain in their respective 
native lands, even under the most favorable 
conditions. And this redundancy is due to 
California's climate, nothing more, anid 
ceuld not be produced by anything less. 
Regarding our own modest trees, that at- 
tain a girth of more than 100 feet and a 
height above 300, we shall gay little except 
to mention the fact that such dimensions 
are not found elsewhere, though. similar 
soils abound and the same  \life-inspiring 
rains fall on other lands. The phenomenen 
is explained in jast one word—-climate.

wise sayings appearing in the chicken 

corral of the Farm and Tractor Mag- 
agine writes for information on the so- 
culled Hogan system of picking the good 
performers om of a large miscellaneous 
lett of hens. What our correspondent 
really wants to know is_ how to Hoganin 
her tlock, Now we submit that is som 
mouthful to digest at a single sitting with 
in the limits of an ordinary newspape/ 
skit; but here goes: 


To the late Waker Hogan of Petaluma 
belongs the distinction of having at least 
established a nucleus for modern methods 
of culling. Opinions may and do differ as 
to the efficiency and reliability of his 
mathematical deductions and the methods 
of their attainment: but no one can deny 
that he was the first to blaze a trail, the 
end of which was the elimination of the 
“scant” or unprofitable producing hen. For 
that. his name will be long remembered 
by the commercial egg farmers wherever 
poultry culture enjoys the distinction 
being an industry. Under his method, he 
woulda handle a bird and declare her to be 
» 280 or a 140 egg type--in other words. 
<uys whether she possessed the capacity 
or ability to lay 140 or 280 individual 
specimens of hen fruit. As his “key.” he 
judges by (1) abdominal capacity and (2) 
by the thickness of the pelvic bone. On 
either side of the vent will be felt a pelvic 
hone. aml directly below we come to the 
end of-tne breast bone. The distance 
from end of breast bone to the pelvic 
hones represents abdominal capacity, and 
in the practice of poultrymen, it is meas- 
ured in fingers. According to W. Powell 


«a noted English expert in culling, 


when we place the closed fingers of the 
open hand against the abdomen, we may 
be able to get one, two, or more fingers 
between the two points mentioned; if a 
bird should measure four fingers, we use 
the expression “a four-finger bird,” or ons 
in possession of a “four-finger” abdomen. 
Next is noted the thickness (or thinness) 
of the pelvic bones. This is done by grasp- 
ing the bone gently between thumb and 
finger of the right hand (‘including fat or 
xristle found on the bones) when deciding 
thickness. In a general way, this is a mere 
eoutiine of the Hogan system, and its hasic 
idea still prevails in the practice of ul- 
ling, though other physical qualities are 
now also observed in segregating the star 
performers from the mob in the chicken 
yards. 

The Hogan system has excited more or 
less criticism and also has been found to 
be unrelicble from the fact that its founder 
xraded out the good actors on values 
based. on the number of eggs the “culled” 
specimens would produce in a_i given 
twelve months. This was done by the 
simple method of deducting a given number 
of eggs for every sixteenth of an inch of 
added thickness the pelvic bone happened 
to possess. For instance, in chart three 
of his book, with a three-fingered abdomen, 
and pelvic bone one-dixteenth of an inch 
thick, the specimen would have a capacity 
but in chart six, with six- 
finger abdomen, and one-sixteenth of an 
inch thick pelvic bone, the capacity to 
produce 280 eggs was allowed. In his book 
there were nearly a dozen of these charts, 
all setting down in an arbitrary manner 
the number of eggs his “picked” specimens 
had the capacity to produce. Many breed- 
ers, both in this country and abroad, lit- 
erally accepted these figures, whereas it 
Was more than probable that their author 
intended them for averages rather than 
specific results. it should also be borne 
in mind that capacity and capability are 
to be considered. No one can say what 
a birds performance will be twelve 
months ahead, hence the arbitrary figures 
might just as well be dismissed. Since the 
llogan a&ystem was introduced some two 
decades ago, considerable water has run 
under the poultry bridge, and much ad- 
vance has been made in methods and 
practices for the selection of high produc- 
ing hens. The “good actofts” in the realm 
of web and feather show a robust vitality 
ure late molters; have pale ear lobes, skin.

Productivity Without the Male 


lt is a debatable question whether hen« 
lay better without the presence of the male 
bird than with. The theory is that the ab. 
sence of the male makes for tranquillity in 
the yards, the hens being more peaceful, 
and hence conserving nervous force wich 
goes to assist maintenance of body and to 
augment fecundity. That eggs produced 
without the presence of the male bird pos- 
seas better keeping qualities, and therefore 
average better as human food, is freely 
admittd. in an experiment made a few 
years ago with twe lots of five hens an! 
five pullets, one lot with a male bird and 
the other without, the record covering from 
January to September, showed that the 
mated females produced 959 eggs and the 
unmated $71, a difference of only twelve 
eges, which can hardly be considered 
a pronounced differentiation. In Australian 
egg-laying contests, the competition is car- 
ried on without the presence of the male 
birds, with the result of high averages per 
hen. Undoubtedly, the unmated birds have 
some “edge” on the married hens, not only 
as to quality of product but also as to 
quantity. The difference, however, does 
not possess the numerical importance thai 
many attach to it.

A writer in a recent Sunday edition of 
The Times expressed the opinion that ir- 
rigation and still more irrigation bringing 
more and more land under cultivation is 
the thing needed to increase the State's 
agricultural prosperity. 

That, it strikes the Farm and Tractor 
Magazine, is looking too far ahead. That 
it will apply at some future time, perhaps 
not many years away, will have to be 
admitted by anyone who is observing how 
California is growing in population and in 
an industrial way. The very growth of 
the State will eventually force its com- 
plete development agriculturally. But what 
is the situation now? 

Ralph P. Merritt, who acted as Herber: 
Hoover's lientenant in California during the 
war, and who is now directing the destinies 
of the Association Raisin Growers of the 
State, was recently quoted as saying that 
the soil of Golden State is now producing 
more than the growers can get a profitable 
price for. 

J. C. Forkner, who is heavily interested 
in large land development enterprises near 
Fresne and who is chairman of a com- 
mission investigating water resources for 


the State, comes right out in meeting and /{- 


says that there are 2,000,000 acres with 
water for irrigation in California at this 
time in execess of demands for such lands. 

That would make it appear that what 
is most needed is an army of buyers for the 
land with water for irrigation that is now 
to be had. It also emphasizes the nec 
essity for prices for agricultural products 
sufficiently high to pay all growers a real 
profit. 

Both of these desirable attainments 
seem to be appreciably nearer at hand than 
they were a year ago. There is a marked 
and growing interest in agricultural lands 
and the discouraged producers are be- 
ginning to see unmistakable signs of a 
slow but sure return to better prices for 
their crops, And, apparently acting on the 
theory that Providence helps those that 
help themselves, the producers are steadily 
organizing for cooperative effort along 
marketing and allied lines, while the own- 
ers of undeveloped or underdeveloped 
tracts of land are beginning to thrust their 
wares upon the public attention. Both 
moves are caluculated to help the good 
work along. 

Getting settlers on all the available ir- 
rigated land and having the agricultural 
lands of the State yield a profit to those 
who till them—these are the big considera- 

ons of the moment. The costly projects 

adding new irrigated areas to the 
grand total are not so important just now 
as the two needs named.

DISTRICT TAKES A HAND

Drainage systems are costly and the local 
companies could finance only restricted 
problems, such as the control o! seepage 
along their canals.

problems there is every reason to believe 
that further losses will be negligible and 
that some of the “waste” land will, in time, 
be returned to cultivation. 

One of these problems is the prevention 
of seepage from the irrigation canals or, 
rather, the control and disposal of seepage 
from the canals, for the seepage itseif can- 
not be stopped. Canals carrying full “heads” 
of water do not silt up so rapidly as when 
smaller heads are carried, for the larger vol 
ume of water has a sluicing effect. To re- 


RAPE growers from all parts of Los 
Cy Anseies county gathered in San Fer- 

nando Valley on January 3 for demon- 
strations on the pruning of grapes by Prof. 
Frederic T. Bioletti of the College of Agri- 
culture, University of California. These 
demonstrations were conducted under the 
auspices of the Los Angeles County Agri 
cultural Extension Service at the vineyards 
of Dr. J. H. D. Budau, in San Fernando, and 
J. Arnold at Chatsworth. Material was 
available for the demonstration of several 
different kinds of pruning systems. 

Three vines on Dr. Budau’s place havo 
been pruned by the Cordon system for 
three years. About twenty acres are 
pruned by the Pinkham system, and about 
twenty acres by the head system. Prof. 
Bioletti demonstrated first on the Cordon 
system of pruning. The gist of Prof. 
Bioletti’s talks to the growers follows: 

In establishing a vineyard by any sys- 
tem, the treatment the first year is practi- 
cally the same. No particular attention 
should be paid during the first growing 
season to the training of the vine, which 
begins in the second year. The first dor- 
mant pruning for all systems should con- 
sist in cutting back the top to one cane, 
leaving only two buds. Then a _ stake 
should be driven on the same side of the 
row for each vipe. 

During the second growing season, only 
one shoot should be allowed to grow, and 
this should be tied to the stake in order to 
direct the growth upward. Any other 
shoots shoutd be suppressed by pinching 
them off. This treatment is the same for 
all systems during the first part of the 
second growing season. 


THE CORDON SYSTEM 


There are two horizontal Cordon pruni 
systems, the uni-lateral and the bi-lateral. 
For most conditions, the single or unt-later 
al Cordon system gives the most satisfac- 
fory results, since it is the more simple. 
With this system, after the cane tied to 
the stake is sufficiently long, it is tied to a 
wire stretched horizontally along the row

the ground. This should give a natural 
bend to the cane without too sharp an an- 


gle. There should be a second wire above 
the first to which the other canes can be 
attached. Lateral shoots which are grow- 
ing from this cane should not be suppressed 
except where they are growing too long, 
and, in such a case, the terminals should be 
merely pinched back. The amount of new 
trunk which should be left depends upon 
how vigorous its growth. Canes less than 
five-eighths of an inch in diameter should 
not be left. Where a vine has made a very 
vigorous growth, it is possible to leave the 
full distance between stakes, but ordinarily 
only about half to three-quarters the dis 
tance is taken up the first year. 

In pruning off laterals, no buds should be 


left from the ground up to the top of the 
bend, as shoots which arise from the bend 


will be suppressed. The laterals should 


be cut back in their base buds except 
where the cane has been very vigorous, 
when it is possible to leave more than one 
bud. If the base bud is not good, ofe 
should cut to the first good bud. Since 
such a vine has a tendency to overbear the 
third growing season if all of the bunches 
are left, one should pay particular atten- 
tion to the spring work. All of the shoots 
which grow from the bottom of the trunk 
should be rubbed off. Usually, this will 
leave every other bud on top. If there are 
too many bunches, even with such a treat- 
ment, they should be thinned down. 


In order to get the vine established with 
a uniform growth, it is well to pinch off 
the laterals which grow from the end of 
the vine and from a portion near the bend. 
Otherwise, these “will grow more rapidly 
than those which arise from the center of 


district has been gbliged to extend and 
deepen the drainways which parallel the 
canals at critical points. 

Another important problem the district 
must solve is the drainage of land with a 
dangerously high “water table.” This is the 
type of drainage which calls for the most 
complete system of drain ditches and waste- 
ways, and which, with respect to individual 
farms, demands underground tile drains. 
Thus far effort has not been made to install 
a system so “complete” as to be relied upon 
for the reclamation of land already water- 
logged. The object is to prevent further ex- 
tension of the unfavorable ground-water ta- 
ble by supplying outlets through which the 
excess may escape. 

OUTLETS REQUIRED 

The opening of drain outlets into the nat- 
ural drainage channels, the New and Alamo 
rivers, must also be taken into account. by 
the irrigation district. Any complete 
scheme of drainage must have wastewsys 
and outlet of such capacity that the maxti- 
murn flow of water may be turned into them 
without fear of consequences. Imperial Val- 
ley is blessed in possessing a most conve- 
nient natural drainage system in the two 
river beds, with the Salton Sea as the nat- 
ural dumping basin for the entire valley. 
Large drainage canals are now being opened 
into these natural channels to connect with 
the drains already functioning along the 
“high lines.”

My brooder house ts capecially suit- 
od to my meeds, for it tie 24x40 but has a 
concrete floor with a second shelf-like floor 
of concrete erected at a thirty-three-inch 
elevation. <A four-foot space is open down 
the center of the building and on both 
sides of this, on the second floor, twelve 
roomy, wire-enclosed pens are built. The 
house is heated with hot air in such a man- 
ner that all the fresh air comes from below 
and can be regulated at will, while all 
dratghts are eliminated by proper over- 
head ventilation.

One of the 
leading opponents cf the promiscuous set- 
ting out of poison for coyotes is Eduardo 
De la Cuesta cf Santa Ynez Valley, whose 


“Thé dogs on our ranch night and day 
protect our sheep,-hoge and cattle from 
the sneaking coyote. Destroy my dogs and 
on the same night you open the way to de 
struction of the ranch stock. I have nott- 
fied the county coyote poisoners to keep off 
my ranch, and I mean it, because I regard 
the setting out of poison meat for coyotes 
dangerous practice one could well 

“A dog, accustemed to patrol a ranch, 
coming upon such poison meat will devour 


it and die, and the death of a well-trained 


ranch dog is a serious matter. One of my 
dogs will keep off all the coyotes that 
might want to come prowling arcund.” 

Ranch dogs are undovbtedly helping in a 

way in the cattle and farming opera- 
tions of the county. The ranch dog, it is 
explained by some ranchers, if property 
trained, does not continue to hang around 
the ranch house, but is always cut with the 
stock, circling here and there among the 
eratipg sheep and cattle, keeping watch 
against the coyote, which keeps a safe dis- 
.tamce away on scenting or sighting these 
alert guardians. 

Reliable observers say that some times 
the coyotes will station one of their num- 
ber at a distant point on the ranch to send 
forth a long, piercing wail, which is fcl- 
lowed later by the same coyote turning 
loose with noises that give an idea that a 
whole pack of the animals ts around. The 
purpose, they say, is to draw the ranch dogs 
off to that part of the ranch and open the 
way fcr the pack to descend to an attack 
apon the sheep-or calves. It is declared. 
however, that the well-trained ranch dog 
will not be lured away from his post, but 
that he will be made more alert to watch 
efter his charges. - Hence, the opposition to 
the work of the eoyote poisen crew. 

Representing the point of view, 
L. L. Fox, a stockman of the Los Olivos 
section, declares. that the poisoning of 
coyotes is the only way to finally get rid 
of these animals, and other stockmen and 
ranchers of his section are of like opinion. 
Recently, Dr. Fox shot a coyote which was 
acting strangely, and had its head sent to 
Sacramento for examination. Back came 
word that the creature had rabies, and this 
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The polsoners secure an old beef or horse, 
kill it, carve the meat into chunks, and 
these poisoned chunks they place where the 
coyotes are known to come. Every point 
where a chunk of meat is left is marked on 
amap and from day to day the meat is 
checked until it ig taken, then the polsoner 
starts out to find the carcass of the crea- 
ture taking the poison, for, it Is said, it can 
get but little distance after having eaten of 
the poisoned meat. 

So far, it ie said, after a month’s poison- 
ing activities, mo ranch dcgs have been 
poisoned, though coyotes have fallen in 
considerable numbers. Some cattlemen say 
that rabies well established among coyotes 
would endanger all ranch dogs, as the mad 
coyotes go ch a rampage and snap at dogs 
and stock, spreading their poison broadcast.

INDIVIDUAL SYSTEMS 

While water-table abatement challenges 
an enterpriece of co-operative proportions 
such as the district alone may contemplate, 
there are numerous cases where surface 


weather forecasts depend upon the rapid 
collection of the reports of meteo 
observations taken at places scattered over 
a wide expanse of territory. This process 
was not, of course, possible before the in- 
vention ofthe electric telegraph, says a 
recent publication of the United States De 
partment of Agriculture, which continues as 
follows: 

“The earliest experiments in forecasting 
with the aid of telegraphic reports were 
probably those of Prof, Joseph Henry of 
the Smithsonian Imstitution, made in 1849. 
The first national forecasting service, how- 
ever, was established in France in 1855, 
and was the result of an episode of the 
Crimean War. In November, 1854, a severe 
storm did much damage to the French and 
British warships in the Black Sea. The 
French astronomer, Le Verner, director of 
the Observatory of Paris, made a study of 
this storm and came to the conclusion that, 
with the aid of telegraphic reports, its east- 
ward progress across Europe might have 
been predicted so that the disaster to the 
ships could have been averted. This idea 
led to the foundation of the French mete- 
orological service. 

“In this country the establishment of a 
similar service was frequently recommend- 
ed by scientific authorities, including the 
famous Lieutenant Maury and Dr. I. A. Lap- 
ham of Wisconsin, and finally, in 1869, an 
experimental service was established in the 
Cincinnati Observatory by the late Prof. 
Cleveland Abbe, with the aid of the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. Professor Abbe's ex- 
periments in weather forecasting were so 
successful that Congress was induced to 
establish a national service, one of the prin- 
Cipal duties of which was forecasting the 
weather.

Mik is easily contamtinated by stable 
dirt and absorbs odors very readily. For 
this reason, and to promote sanitary con- 
ditions in general about’ the dairy barn, 
floor that is easily washed and cleaned is 
quite essential. Brick, cement, clay and 
wood blocks and concrete are all used as 
floor materials. 

Concrete is most commonly used, as it 
may be readily formed to any desired 
shape. The dairy barn floor should be at 
least four inches’ above the outside earth 
grade. The difference between levels, such 
as through doorways, may well be taken 
eare of by a concrete approach. Four 
and one-half inches of concrete is a suffici- 
ent thickness for floors, when laid upon a 
well tamped earth base, and when storm 
water is properly drained away from the 
building. 

Dairymen asa whole appreciate the value 
of concrete and are quite favorable to its 


Dairy experts recommended this type of 
floor as being easy to keep clean and be- 
cause it assures a good footing for cows. 


use. We still hear the complaint, however, 
that dairy barn floors made of concrete are 
too slippery when wet. This condition is 
easily remedied in the manner of finishing 
the floor. 

The base, or first course is composed of 
cement, sand and rock, mixed to a 1:2%:5 


proportion that is, one bag or one cubic}: 


foot of cement for each two and one-half 
cubic feet of sand and five cubic feet of 
crushed rock. The sand should vary in size 
from fine to pebbles one-fourth inch in 
size, and the rock from one-half inch to 
one inch in size. Well graded creek gravel 
may be substituted for rock and sand. All 
materials should be hard, not brittle, and 
free from dirt. After thorough mixing, 
this course should be tamped well. into 


place to a thickness of af least three and, 


one-half inches, leaving the necessary 
depth between the top of the base course 
and the top of the form, or line boards, to 
receive the finishing. course. This top or 
finishing course, which should be applied 
to the base course while it is still sticky, 
is mixed to a proportion of one bag of 
cement to two cubic feet of sand. (Some 
times two and one-half cubic feet are used, 
depending upon the fineness of the sand.) 
This finishing course is usually applied 
from one-half to three-quarters of an inch 
thick.

Agricultural economists point out that the 
increasing prodvction of citrus fruits in 
California emphasizes the necessity of more 
efficient marketing methods in order that 
the great quantity cf fruit produced may 
move smoothly and profitably into con- 
sumption. One of the most pressing mar 
keting problems of the in ustry, it is con- 
ceded by citrus marketing association of- 
ficialg, is the disposal cf cull fruit. Dis- 
cussing this problem, C. P. Early, general 
manager of the Mutual Orange Distributors, 
recently made the following comments: 

“One of the greatest marketing problems 
is that of eliminating from the markets 
the vast amount of culls and low-grade 
fruit that is now curtailing, to a large ex- 
tent, the ccnsumption of the grades of 
frcit that should be puhed. In any market 
on the western coast culls or the best 


| standards are about all one can get. I 


have been in some of the best stores in 
Los Angeles, especially some of the chain 
stores, and have Wound nothing but culls, 
and mighty pocr ones at that. They were 
asking prices, too, that would give a good 
~rofit to them and fair returns to the grow- 


er on first-class fruit. This is not attrac 
tive to the consumer, and does not 


speak 
well for a citrus-growing section, nor make 
a favorable impression on the vast number 
of tourists flocking to our State. 


“Growers must come to realize that they 
will get more net money for their crop if 
they use their ‘standards’ for by-products 
and absolutely destroy their cvils when 
there is not also demand enough for the 
culls for that purpose. They should not al- 
low the culls to be dumped on-the market 
to ruin the sale of their gcod grades of 
fruit. This is one of the many cases where 
we should have 100 per cent co-operation 
among all shippers. Larger net resulis 
would accrue to the growers; there woula 
never be any danger of overproducticn, and 
our fruit wovld have a reputation 


second to 
none in all markets of ‘the world if there! 
would be a practical agreement oa these 


points. We could then double cur ipresent 
output, and still have a big demand, 

“We have laws prohibiting the sale. 
frozen fruit, and one prohibiting the ship- 
ment of immature fruit until it passes a 
certain test. We have a law governing the 
standardization of apples and other fruits 
and vegetables. I doubt if we could have a 
law that ‘“weuld prohibit the hile of low- 
grade citrus frvit; but we could be a law

County Farm Bureau Cow-Testing Aseocia- 
tion for the past three years, still continues 
to show increased prodaction over former 
years, and indications are that the records 
being made this year will surpass iast 
year’s figures by a good margin.

Thus, con- 
tinuously during the summer, the spores 
are spread about and new infections pro- 
duced, particularly if the weather is favor- 
able for the disease. In cold weather, the 
spores are not active; many are killed by 
low temperature, although 
which have been endowed with sufficient 
hardiness survive the winter. It is these 
spores which cause some of the disease to 
reappear in the next summer. in addition, 
the fungus can survive over winter in the 
form of the fine, white threads making 
part of the powdery growth and w 
have become embedded in parts of the 
grapevine where they are protected from 
low temperatures. 

The real winter stage of the fungus, 
which is most.to be feared in some parts 
of the State, is a thick-walled sack known 
technically as perithecium. This sack-like 
body, with its thick wall, very amply pro- 
tects the large number of spores which it 
contains. It is dark colored, large enough 
to be seen with the naked eye, and, in its 
early stages, is marked with a number of 
hair-like appendages. Perithecia may be 
formed as early as June and July. ey 
contain from sixteen to forty-two . spores, 
which leave the sack as soon as it bursts 
open during the first warm weather in 
spring. 

It is not necessary that these stages hold- 
ing over winter should remain attached di- 
rectly to the vine; moreover, the perithecia 
may drop to the soil or may be scattered

These fumes 
are effective throughout a spece mot much 
greater than cighteen inches from the sul. 
phar proper and for that reason spreading 
sulphur on the ground at the foot of the 
vine does not permit it to be useful. 
Winter dusting or spraying for the direct 
control of powdery mildew on grapes is not 
effective. As stated before, the spores do 
not remain on the vines or canes, in fact, 
75 per cent of the spores are wind-blown 
and wide, or are nestled in the ground 
on plant debris. Experiments have been 
made in both California and in France, 
testing out winter spraying for mildew and 
in each case the results have shown in- 
efficiency in the method. It cannot be dis 
puted, however, that some other wholesome 
effects result from winter spraying, such as 
cleaning the bark on which mosses and 
insect egg adhere, loosening the bark, and 
in general, stimulating the cane. : 


TEN-ACRE VEGETABLE

GERMINATION CONDITIONS 

After a spore has fallen upon a ieaf 
green shoot or berry, it begins to germinate 
if weather conditions are favorable. By 
weather conditions, atmospheric temperattre 
and relative humidity are meant. The spores 
rarely germinate under 75 deg. F., but 
as‘the temperature rises, more and more 
do so. During any season normal with 
respect to temperature and humidity, some 
mildew is bound to occur because of the 
ability of some spores to germinate even if 
the conditions are not exactly too favor- 
able; but if, at the same time, the humidity 
of the atmosphere should increase and re 
main high, as in 1923, then a Vast number 
of spores will germinate, reproduce rapidly 
and cause a mildew epidemic as in that sea- 
son. To foretell the coming of such con- 
ditions is impossible and therefore the ap 
plication of the most efféctive preventative 
measures should not be neglected in any 
year. 

Epidemics are helped along very often 
through an accumulation of the causes. 
If, in pormal years, sulphuring of the vines 
is nefiected when a small amount of mil- 
dew occurs, there will gradually occur a 


large accumulation of infectious material 
as spores, which will take advantage of the 
first appearance of favorable weather con- 
ditions. 

In America and France, tests have been 
made with various spray and dust materials 
and it has been found that sulphur dusting 
is the most effective means of controlling 
mildew. The important point in dusting is 
timeliness and thoroughness. The weakest 
stage in the life of the mildew fungul is the 
spore in its germination period. As a re- 


sult, in order to obtain the best control, it 
is necessary to apply sulphur early in the

“We settled in Imperial Valley in Janu- 
ary, 1914, and invested in a three-acre place 
in the outskirts of El Centre The land 
was unimproved and while I was busy with 
other matters, my wife carried water to 
the trees and plants. We began to raise a 
garden on quite a small scale. At first we 
kept two cows, but later on I kept twenty 
cows and operated a little dairy. Then I 
sold the dairy and went in stronger for the 
trucking. 

“After six years, I sold the 
tract fer a profit and bought this ten-acre 
ranch, which lies about four miles north and 
ten miles east of El Centro. Being con- 
venient to several valley towns, we dispose 
of ovr vegetables in all of them. For two 
years we had this ten acres in alfalfa, for 
two years it has been in truck garden.” 

Mr. Mcore is able to do all the work on 
the place with the help of his family, so he 
is not worried with a “labor problem” as 
most truck gardeners are. He is 65 years 
old, yet able to do a gcod day's work. He 
keeps only one horse for cultivation pur- 
poses, but says that he uses the hoe more 
than he does the cultivator. 

“We have a delivery truck which my son 
drives,’ Mr. Moore said, in telling cf his 
marketing experience, “and our produce is 
ordered in advance. @ grow peas, onions, 
turnips, beets, spinach, carrots, lettuce and 
string beans. Our tomatoes and eggplant 
are all up and doing fine, for we protect 
them during the cold weather with papers 
and arrow weeds. They will begin to bear 
by the last of April or the first of May. 
Lettuce pays well, too, and I am gradvally 
growing more and more of it.” 

“To be successful in growing vegetables 
means that one must get up early and work 
late, for the vegetables have to be washed 
and put into nice shape. We have no 
trouble in selling all we can raise and could 
Sell a great deal more, but I consider ten 


acres enough for the small farmer.”

In addition, the floods pouring down the 
river channels fill up the interior water 
chambers underlying these valleys, making 
artesian wells possible, as well as provid- 
ing subirrigation over thousands of acres. 
All this, the vegetable growers, creates 
ideal soil conditions for the raising of vege- 
tables, and combined with an ideal cli- 
mate, free from intense summer heat, 
makes it possible to produce them during 
a season when the summer heat precludes 
commercial vegetable growing in many sec- 
tions of the State. 

The principal summer crops are lettuce 
and tomatoes, while cauliflower follows for 
a fall crop, coming to markt in time to com- 
mand high prices_in the.East. During last 
summer several thousand carloads of let- 
tuce were shipped from these valleys to 
points as far off as Boston, and the cauli- 
ower shipments, too, have been heavy.

The California Lima Bean Growers’ As 
sociation has been conducting experiments 
for the past two or three years as a result 
of which, by means of special grading at- 
tachments on regular bean cleaners, limas 
are separated into Seaside and Choice Re- 
cleaned grades with one run through the 
machine without loss of weight due to 
grading. In the meantime, association of- 
ficials say, the organization has been build- 
ing up an increasitig demand for the Sea- 
side grade. 

Arrangements are now being perfected to 
permit this grading to be done at practi- 
cally all warehouses this coming season so 
that every grower member of the association 
having limas that are at.all suitable for 
grading will have them graded. A plan is 
also being considered whereby they would 
receive a premium for whatever quantity 
of Seaside is secured from their lots. 

This is said to be the first pronounced 
step toward placing the grading of lima 
beans on a basis comparable with that for 
fruits and nuts without any loss or injury 
to anyone, but with some premiums for 
extra quality beans. 


HEMET PLANT NOW 
BUSY WITH OLIVES 


HEMET.—The management of the loca! 
plant of The California Growers’ Associa- 
tion expects to handle about 300 tons of 
olives this season. The plant is still busy 
processing and is only half through that 
work. A portion of the crop is being 
dried. Several women are employed for 
grading and packing. Before processing. 
the fruit is first graded for brightness, after 
which a second grading follows before the 
product is packed in cans. 

Present prospects are somewhat encour- 
aging and indications warrant predictions 
that the market will be in better shape 
than last year’s. The association is practl- 
cally sold out of canned fruits, consisting 
of apricots and peaches, and will be entirely 
cleared out by the time the new crop comes 
in. While prices are not high, they are 
fair and steady, with good indications of a 
gradual increase. 

Thé olive crop in the southern part of the 
State was light, but in the northern part 
was very heavy. As a whole, it is conceded 
to be the largest crop ever marketed, and, 
in spite of the immense yield, it now looks 
as though the pack would be disposed of at 
very satisfactory prices.

cording to that tystem. It so happened 
that Dr. Budau had pruned a considerable 
portion of his vineyard by the Pinkham 
system, Which is one form of head prun- 
ing. This was designed more or less to 
get away from the severe pruning of the 
old head system, where not enough fruit 
buds were left. Instead of making the 
heads fifteen to twenty-four.inches from 
the ground, they were staked very high,

the trunk 
are easily picked. There ts also the tenden- 
cy for overbearing and an uneven size of 
bunches, with the Pinkham system, for 
wherever-the spurs are left the bunches 
are large, although, ordinarily, the ones on 
the arms are undersized. Prof. Bioletti did 
not recommend the use of this system. 

He also demonstrated the head system of 
pruning with low heads. With this system 
the vine is given the form of a small self- 
supporting tree or bush. The fully-formed 
vine consists of an upright trunk one and 
one-half to three and one-half feet high, di- 
vided at the top into a ring of four to eight 
ascending arms six to eighteen inches 
long. At the end of each of these arms is 
left, at the winter pruning, one or two spurs 
‘consisting of one, two or three joints on 
the basal portions of the canes which grew 
the preceding summer. In establishing this 
system, it is desirable to train up a single 
shoot during the second season attached to 
a stake. 

A common mistake made by many grow- 
ers is to not stake the vine, and to form the 
head almost at the ground. This is disas- 
trous for the grower, as the bunches of 
grapes will be bruised and spoiled. Vines 
were pruned by Prof. Bioletti which iUlue- 
trated this point. The number of buds and 
arms to leave depends upon the vigor of 
the vine. The weak-growing vines should 
be pruned more severely than vigorously 
growing vines. 

PRUNING THE CANE SYSTEM 

One of the most difficult systems of prur 
ing is the cane system. With this system 
the vine is given a trunk from two to three 
feet high, divided at the top into four arms 
six to twelve inches long. These arms ex 
tend like an open fan in the direction of 
the horizontal wire which supports § the 
canes. At the end of each arm is left 4 
fruit cant two to five feet long, each of 
which are allowed ten to twenty buds. 

On weak vines one or more of these 
canes are omitted, and on very vigorous 
vines one or two extra canes may be left. 
On each arm is also left, below the cane, 
where possible, one, or occasionally, twe 
“renewal spurs” of one or two buds to sup 
ply fruit canes for the following year. The

THE DIVINING ROD HOAX 


VEN today we sometimes hear of 4 
E person who claims to be able to locate 
underground water, oil or other valuable 
minerals by the use of a forked twig called 
a divining rod. ; :

LIGHTING PROBLEMS 


HE lighting of a room is an important 
poimt to be considered, for a poorly ar 
ranged lighting scheme makes a great dif 
ference to the beauty of a room, and also

really. charming apartment ruined by 
garish and ugly lighting. 

In choosing your wall brackets, consider 
carefully the style of the room.

Placing of Lamps 

IS brings me to the important subject 

of the placing of lamps about the room.

It is 
always a good plan to have a lamp beside 
the sofa or by the comfortable chair. ft 
looks inviting and is really essential to 
comfort in reading, which, after all, is what 
one associates with the idea of big com- 
fortable chairs, isn’t i? Standard, or 
bridge lemps, as they are sometimes 
called, are very convenient for they may 
be moved about at will and put at differ- 
ent beights:~ Perhaps they are not as deco- 
rative as the table lamp, but with a little 
careful shopping it is possible to find 


rather lovely wrought-iron bridge lamps 
that are not half bad. With a little imagt- 
nation, the shade may be changed or re- 
decorated with excellent resulfs. I think 
that ornate designs and painted iron 
should be avoided. 


There are 80 many charming table lamps 
to be had these days. Some people use 
an old vase, or buy a new one, for that 
matter, and have fixtures made for 
In this way it is possible to get just 
color scheme that is desired. The size of 
the lamp and shade is a vitally important 
matter. A lamp whose shade is too large 
is ugly. On the other hand, a tiny shade 
and a very large base is rarely in good 
taste. Good balance must be preserved in 
this as in all matters pertaining to deco 
ration. We have made enormous strides 
in late years in the matter of beautiful co}- 
ored lights, although I cannot help but feel 
that our ancestors had the most lovely, 
and surely the most becoming lights 
imaginable—candielights. I always light 
my dining-room entirely by candies, on 
the table and in the side brackets, even 
though they are a great deal of trouble 
and not really practical. : 

Soft yellows are lovely for shades, but 
I have found that the best shade is one 
lined with a mellow orange silk or chiffon. 
With this as .an under-tone, one may have 
painted shades with amusing designs and 
still get the desired reflection. Personally, 
I have a penchant for parchment shades of 
an indefinite color. With an amusing danc 
ing figure painted on the parchment, such 
a shade looks equally well by day or night’
